AGREEMENT TO PAY DEBTS TO U. S.

Washington—No single event sine? 


the armistice that ended the Euro- 
pean war has inspired such hope in 
Washington an the settlement of the 
war debt negotiations between 
the 


United States and Great Britain. 


Canvass of the highest officials of 


the United State* government today 
reveals on every aide that entirely 
apart from 
the 
purely 
financial 


aspects of the agreement, the diplo- 
matic effects upon the entire Euro- 
pean iituation are expected to be im- 
mediate a» well as far reaching. Na- 
turally congress has yet to act but 
there is no doubt of approval. Here 
are some of the benefits which are ex- 
pected to flow from the settlement: 


WILL AFFECT EUROPE 


First, the demonstration of Great 


Britain and the United States settling 
their outstanding difficulties will have 
a salutary effect on France which 
had come to believe 'that the nego- 
tiations would end In & failure and 
that the two English-speaking peoples 
would be driven further apart instead 
of together. 


Second, Great Britain and America 


assume an almost Identical position 
toward the payment by the rest of 
Europe of their debts to the two big 
creditor nations. England and Amer- 
ica will both be interested in seeing 
the proper measure* taken toward dis- 
armament, balancing of budgets and 
reconstruction. 
Irrespective 
of 


whether America 
ever 
joins 
the 


League of Nations or any association 
of nations, the tendency In all diplo- 
matic conferences hereafter will be 
for England And the United States 


to look at economic matters through 
the same spectacles. 


SOUGHT CANCELLATION 


Third, the cessation of British pro- 


paganda for a cancellation of debts 
which has been going on for nearly 
three years will tend to remover much 
of the ditrust, which has surrounded 
nearly 
every diplomatic exchange 


which even remotely bore on the Eu- 
ropean situation In the past. Having 
swept aside all though of cacellatlon 
and agreed to make payments, England 
will find a greater readiness on this 
side to examine future proposals for 
a revision of the German reparation 
controversy. 


Fourth, the Turks who have been 


depending largely on the division of 
opinion among the European 
allies 


cannot but see the danger to them of 
a British-American entente. It tends 


to make the British position in Eu- 
rope stronger and gives the Turk less 
reliance on the French. It isn't that 
American military or naval support 
is forthcoming or that the United 
States has become committed in any 
way to active measures in European 
affairs but the Turk is impressed by 
diplomatic words and demonstrations. 
Colncldentally with the 
satisfactory 


adjustment In London of the 
debt 


question with the United States, the 
American ambassador at Lausanne, 
Richard Washburn Child, said 
some 


pertinent things to the Turk which 
have already had a beneficial effect 
on the situation and may mean peace 
In the Near East, 


Fifth, the economic advantages of 


the debt agreement are numerous and 
officials say they can hardly be cata-

SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Probably never in the history of ibis 


country has there been such "need for 
school-building construction as at the 
present time. Lack of adequate school 
building accommodations in the period 
before the war. and almost total stop- 
page of all school building during the 


war. 
have brought about a state of school 


building congestion that is a menace to 
the health, strength and intelligence of 
the children of this country. 


It is a sad r-omuientary upon the edu- 


cational situation in America that, al- 
though we have accurate statistics about 
the material resources of the United 
States, there is nowhere available at pres- 
ent accurate, comprehensive data in re- 
gard to the total amount of school build- 
ing that is needed in order to bring the 
school plant of the country up to date. It 
is possible, however, to mate an esti- 
mate of the minimum amount of money 
that wo need to expend upon school 
buildings. 


In 1920 there were 21.162.133 chil- 


dren in the public schools. Reports from 
cities of over 8.000 population indicate 
that half the children in these cities were 
housed in buildings erected 'more than 
twenty-two years ago. If this is true of 
school buildings in the cities, it is safe to 
say that it is at least equally true for 
country schools. 
In other words.* from 


data the education bureau has been able 
to gather it is reasonable to assume that 
at least half the children in the country 
are housed in buildings nearly a quarter 
of a century'old. 
This means that, at 


least half the children are housed in 
buildings that have practically none of 
the 
educational facilities of a modern 


school plant, such as auditorium, gymna- 
sium, shops, cooking rooms, etc. Fur- 
thermore, these buildings are not fire- 
proof, as it has, been found that only o 
per cent of the total number of build- 
in g-5 in f-ities of 8.00*") and over nre of 
fireproof construction.

Truancy at Appleton high school is 


almost extinct as i result of the new 
system of checking absences, records 
at the close of the high school semes- 
er show. The average Attendance of 
>very student in the school 
during 


he past semester has been 87 days 
out of the possible 90 days, 
while 


there has been only 6 days of truancy 
out of the composite 92,700 days that 
all of the 1,030 students have put in 
at the high school. 


In percentage, th« attendance 
at 


the school has been 
98.6. 
This is 


higher than last year and is probably 
the best record of any school in the 
city. It is safe to say that most of 
the absences were caused by sick- 
ness or other trouble since so little 
of it can be laid to the former bug- 
bear of teachers, skipping school. 


The system by which school stu- 


dents' absences are checked makes it 
possible to know just how many are 


absent within an hour from the time 
school is called.
